Prevalence  of  and  control  over  infectious  and  other  diseases. 


Again  the  town  has  been  remarkably  free  from  infectious 
diseases  during  1940.  19  cases  of  Measles  were  notified.  No  deaths 

occurred  from  this  cause.  There  were  thre>:.  cases  of  Scarlet  I'ever  and 
one  of  Oerehro- Spinal  Meningitis,  again  with  no  fatalities.

Tuberculosis 

At  the  end  of  December,  1940,  46  cases  were  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register,  Of  these  25  were  pulmonary  and  21  non-pulmonary . 

During  1940  no  new  cases  wore  added  to  tlu  register. 

Two  deaths  were  registerod,  death  in  both  cases  being  due  to 
the  respiraLory  form  of  Tuberculosis,
